PUBLIC HEALTH ASSOCIATION. 

Amidst the din and strife of the political 
contest that will so soon begin to occupy public 
attention in this country, other matters of no 
mean importance in themselves, and to the 
people generally, are apt to receive only minor 
thought and consideration. Among these is 
care for the public health, which is too often 
put off when more taking topics present them- 
selves to public notice, or goes altogether neg- 
lected. Save when pestilence preys in our 
midst, or narrowly menaces our coasts, we, as 
a people, are prone to sink into a state of torpor 
and suppineness, careless to exercise that de- 
gree of foresight and watchful energy which 
forewarns and may often turn away from us 
pestilential mischief and disaster. 

Up to the time of the formation of 
the American Public Health Association, 
which had a small beginning some 
twelve years ago, the task of ae 
tending against this spirit of fapathy and neg- 
lect, and of leading the public mind to a. point 
when it could rightly weigh and value the 
practical outcome of preventive medicine, was, 
by common will and consent, committed to 
the hands of medical men; and this cireum- 
stance strikingly evidences the confidence gen- 
erally reposed in the disinterestedness of the 
members of the medical profession. 

The steps leading to the organization of this 
Association were all taken of their own motion 
by medital men. They recognize the fact that 
those for whose good they had thus far will- 
ingly labored should not be exempt from a 
due share in the toil and responsibility lattendant 
on the proper fulfillment of this trust. 
Hence came about the formation of a body de- 
voted to the study and every day application of 
the plain principles of sanitation and all that 
makes for the overthrow of dirt guiltiness and 
disease; one to which persons of both sexes and 
every rank and calling in life who may have 
interest in or ideas touching the proper means 
of guarding the health of individuals, house- 
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and bodies which work to the same 
| commendable end. Its aims; being so clear, 
practical and untechnical, have won a wide and 
growing acceptance, and the mesting of this 
body in §t. Louis in October next already prom- 
ines to exceed in interest and attendance any 
that have yet been held. And while the spec- 
ter of cholera looms in the East, silently but 
surely gathering unto itself pandemic purpose 
and power, and while yellow fever haunts the 
West Indian ports, watchful to seize upon un- 
guarded points along our coast, not to speak of 
the domestic infections that lurk as yet always 
in the unwholesome quarters of our cities and 
towns, it cannot be said that there is no need 
or field for the development and application of 
principles and éfforts alike so provident, en- 
lightened and humane.

Wanmoron, June 5.—Next week is likely to be a 
pretty busy in Congress. After the calm which 
was 80 with the meeting of the Republican 
convention there is likely to come a storm of, or 
attempts at businres. The Democratic House will, 
of course, be anxious to rush business through and 
adjourn before the meeting of the Democratic con- 
vention. It is not probableſthat this effort will succeed, 
but it is certain that it will be made. The Democrats 
in Congress will then have an opportunity to make 
their campaign speeches, get them into the record 
and have them printed as public documents for 
free distribution in the mails during the campaign. 
They will not of course be especially anxious that 
the Republicans have that same privilege, and they 
will make every reasonable effort to adjourn before 
their convention meets. Even should they not suc- 
ceed in doing so they will at least be able to throw 
the odjum, whatever that may be, of a failure to 
adjourn upon the Republican Senate, and this oppor- 
tunity fora little political advantage will not be 
omitted. Most of the appropriation bills are now 
through the House, though several of them are still 
pending in the Senate. When this is said, however, 
there is little more to say as regards any successful 
work by the House. Ten thousand bills and joint 
resolutions, or more, have been introduced in House 
and Senate and the number passed by both these 
bodies and signed by the President is but about 100.

Gen, John A. Logan. 

Gen. Logan has been a declared candidate for the 
nomination ever since the question of a succeSsor 
for the man in the White House has been talked 
about. He has been before the public since the war 
in which he won an enviable record. For the past 
four years he has been especially conspicuous. He 
was one of the big guns who ran the Grant cam- 
paign, and with Conkling and Cameron shared the 
honor of leading the memorable Grant guard at the 
Chicago Convention. His seal for pension bills and 
his hot opposition to Fitz John Porter, about whose 
restoration to the army he has made some very 
long speeches, have also kept him before the peo- 
ple. He made up his mind to test his popularity by 
becoming a candidate for the nomination. He 
hasn't many delegates, but his friends think he 
stands a good show. 

In 1823 Dr. John Logan immigrated from Ireland 
and settled in Jackson County, Il, where on Febru- 
ary 9, 1826, John A. Logan was born. His mother, 
who was Elizabeth Jenkins, was a native of Tennes- 


see. The early life of John A. Logan was spent in 
Jackson County, where he received some education 
from his father and such school teachers as chanced 
to teach in the district. Atthe outbreak of the Mex- 
ican war, young Logan volunteered and was chosen 
a lieutenant ina company of the First Illinois In- 
fantry. As a soldier he did good service, and was 
for some time Adjutant of his regiment. In the fall 
of 1848, upon his return to his home, be commenced 
the study of law in the office of his u le, Alexander 
M. Jenkins, formerly Leiut.-Governor of Illinois. In 
November, 1849, he was elected Clerk of Jackson 
County. In 180 he attended a course of law lect- 
ures at Louisville, Ky., receiving his * — in 
1851, when he entered into practice with his uncle. 
The following year he was elected Prosecuting At- 
torney of the Third Judicial District, and in the fall 
of the same year he was chosen to the State Legis- 
lature, to which position he was three times re-elect- 
ed. In 1856 he was a Presidential elector on the 
Democratic ticket for the Ninth Congressional Dis- 
trict, and voted for James Buchanan for President. 
Two years later he was elected a member of Con- 
vress from the same district, receiving a large 
Bemocratic majority, 8 at the expiration of h 
term he was re-elected. In the compen of 1800 he 
gave his ardent support to Stephen A. Douglas. 

There have been rumors to the effect that at the 
outbreak of the war Logan was not the strongest 
kind of a Union man. It has been asserted, indeed, 
that he at first thought of casting his fortunes with 
the South, and undertook to raise volunteers for the 
Confederate army. But the story has been de- 
nounced as a malicious invention of his enemies, 
and it is certain 3 was among the first to enlist 
for the war of the Union, He attended the called 
session of Congress in July, 1861, and immediately 
afterward joined the troops going to the front. He 
was in the first battle of Bull Run, and among the 
last to leave the field. Returning to his home 
Sept. 1, he assisted in raising troops, and Sept. 13 
the Thirty-first Regiment of Illinois 
infantry was organized with Logan commissioned as 
colonel. The first engagement in which he and his 
command participated was the battle of Belmont, in 
November of the same year, when his ability asa 
commander, and his d and intrepidity foreshad- 
owed the fact that he was to play a conspicuous part 
in the operations of the army. He participated in 
the movements at Fort Henry, and was present at 
the battle of Fort Donelson, where he received a se- 
vere wound, did not rejoin his command until some 
weeks afterward, on the evening of the last day of 
the battle of Shiloh. On March 3, 1863, he was made 
brigadier-general and 83 in the sieze of 
Corinth as commander of the first brigade in Gen. 
Judah's division of the right wing of the army, and 
for his valiant services was publicly thanked by 
Gen. Sherman in his official report. hen the at- 
tempt to take Vicksburg began in the fall of 1862, 
Gen. Logan was in command of the first division 
of the right wing of the Thirteenth Corps. On 
the arrival of the command at Memphis, December 
31. 1842, the Seventeenth Army Corps was organized, 
and on Jan 11. 1868, n. Logan was as 
signed to the Third Division, in which position he 
remained until the fall of Vicksburg. when he was 
assigned to the command of the Fifteenth Army 
Corps. In the movements about Vicksburg from 
February, 1863, until July 4, when Gen. Pemberton 
8 dered, Gen. Logan with his command was 
actively engaged, and it was through a number of 
brilliant movements by him that important ad- 
vant over the enemy were gained and the final 
result hastened. He was selected by Gen. Grant 
for consultation during the interviews with Gen. 
Pemberton, looking to the terms of the surrender, 
and in consideration of his admirable services Gen. 
Logans command was ordered to take the lead in 
the march into Vicksburg, July 4. after] which he 
was given the command of that t, which he re- 
tained until placed in command of the Fifteenth 
Corps, November 14, 1863. 

During the latter part of December an d Januarv 
he organized an expedition into Northern Alabama, 
where he dispersed the rebel conscript officers, for 
which he was officially complimented. In the At- 
lanta campaign Gen. Logan's corps was a part of 
McPherson's command, which, as Gen. Sherman 
said, was the snapper to the whip with which he 
K to punish the enemy. During the movement 

gan was conspicuously at the front, and the 
forces under his immediate command bore an im- 
portant part in all the actions and maneuvers that 
resulted finally in the taking possession of Atlanta 
and the surrounding strongholds of the contederate 
forces. At Dallas, as at Resaca, Gen, Logan's com- 
mand was in the front. and the desperation with 
which the men underhim fought showed their 

implicit confidence in their commander to lead them 
to victory even under the most perilous circum- 
stances, . 

On July 22,1864, Logan, as commander of the 
Fifteenth Army Corps, .was ordered in pursuit of 
the enemy south of Atlanta. In the hard fonght 
battle that followed Gen. McPherson was killed, and 
Gen. Logan succeeded him in command of the Army 
of the Tennessee. The success of the battle was ac- 
corded to Logan by Gen. Sherman's official report. 
The battle of July which followed was another 
hotly-contested fight; in which Logan's command 
was equally as 12 and successful. At 
Jonesboro, August 20, he was again in advance, and. 
seeing the necessity of prompt action, without wait- 
ing for orders he pushed forward and 
saved the bridge across Flint River, went 
into a_—SCs fortified position within a mile 
and a half of Jonesboro, fought a sharp battle, and 
won a decided victory. On January 20, 1865, the 
campaign of the Carolinas. was commenced, the 
movement being for the purpose of encountering 
Johnson's Army of the Potomac. This march was 
full of peril and privations, in all of which Gen 
Logan was with his men day and night, wading 
swamps and streams, and doing all that the men of 
his corps were called on to suffer. The command 
moved on, driving the enemy at every point, pass- 
ing through Columbia, Goldsborough, and Fayette- 
ville, until it reached Raleigh, near which the sur- 
— of Raleigh took piace, and the campaign was 
closed. 

After the close of the war Gen. Logan was offered 
the position of minister to Mexico, but declined. In 
1866 he was elected to Congress from the State at 
large in Illinois by a majority of 55,987, and in the 
Fortieth Congress was one of the m rs of the 
impeachment of President Johnson. In 
the Forty-first Congress, to make his 
mark. e was then chairman of the Military Com- 
mittee, and was charged with the duty offinvestigat- 
ing the sale of cadetships to the naval and military 
academies. A number of ‘Southern 
Republicans, it 9 — tho

Its Friends in the House of Dele- 
gates.

Eloquent Speeches on the Final Passage of the Bill as 
| Amended. 


The passage of the Elevated Railroad bill in the 
House of Delegates on Thursday evening was 
marked by several speeches in its favor which de- 
serve more than usual notice and which the friends 
of the Elevated Road desire to.see in print, as evi- 
dences of the public spirit of the House. The fol- 
lowing is a verbatim report: a 

Mr. Terry—I hope that report made by the gentle- 
man from the Twenty-eighth (Mr. Cornelius) will 
be accepted, altho I do not believe that the 
amendments that are placed on that bill by the 
Council are necessary for the protection of persons 
and property, or forthe welfare of the city; but 
certainly it is better tb accept those amendments 
and accept the bill, burdened as it is, and for us to 
undertake to stand by the projectors in that great 
enterprise in giving them an opportunity to come 
into our city and spend their money in assisting us 
to build up the city, than it itis to stand upon the 
bill as adopted an in this House. say it 
is better to concur than it is to lose it entirely. I am 
surprised that this company, representing so much 
capital, taking so much risk as they are, 
with their money in this hazardous  enter- 
Prise, I am surprised that they are willing 
to come here, strangers to us and knowing so little 
of our city, that they are will to accept this fran- 
chise. This, Mr. Speaker, marks, in my opinion, an 
era in the history of St. Louis. I heard it remarked 
to-day that the of this bill-it was re 
marked by atapitalist—would be of more benefit to 
the city than a reduction of $1,000,000 of our public 
debt. I believe it will,and that the wiping out of 
$1,000,000 of our debt would not be as much benefit 
to our city as the passage of this bill and the build- 
ing of this road in our midst, St. Loulsis known far 
and near as being behind the age; it has thrown 
cold water upon and placed obstacles in the way of 
public enterprises that ought to have been wel- 
comed. It has kept ital away from the city, 
capitalists going to C Cincinnati, and 
other Western cities, instead of coming here. The 
cry has gone out long and loud that Missourians are 
opposed to improvement, and emigration has gone 
beyond. This measure is worth millions to the city. 
I hope the amendments will be concurred in and the 
bill will become a law. 

Mr. Davis—I am a resident of that old and much 
maligned State of Missouri, which has more mineral, 
better soil, better climate and more territory than 
any other State inthe Union—with one or two ex- 
ceptions. Besides that, although she is not a Repub- 
lican State, I see that she has the material to make 
excellent leaders elsewhere—the chairman of the 
National Republican Conyention. I am also a citi- 
zen of that prosperous and a little 2 city 
of Missouri—st. Louis; a 9 that for 
years has endeavored to urnish the 
money for all its improvements; to say to the North, 
the South, the Fast and the West, we own every 
improvement put up in our city: that is, our citi- 
zens own it. [asa boy and as a young man used to 
pride myself somewhat on this, and say “Chicago is 
owned by Boston; come out to St. Louis and see 
that she owns herself; she lends her own citizens 
the money to do business with.“ St. Louis mer- 
chants have had a credit extending all over the 
United States for honesty, integrity and for word of 
honor. We had thousands of advantages but I find 
that Boston went up to Chicago and was improving 
nearly the whole of it. I looked around very care- 
fully and Isays: “I belong to those old French 
mossbacks of St. Louis that want to own every- 
thing themselves, and I have been wrong all the 
time. Now I have changed that. If Lean get 
eee buildings, and there are men abroad 
that will furnish the capital—if I can get eleven 
stories built, and it pays taxes to the city of St. 
Louis, I don't care whd owns it. Now we come 
down to this proposition. I am willing to concede 
that I don't understand how they are going to make 
It pay; it is too big for me. Here is foreign capital 
that comes here, and these capitalists propose to 
invest in your city, in the interest of every mechanic 
in your city, from the man who can dig a hole to 
the man who can lay stone—and to my friend of the 
Fourth Ward who lays brick—they propose to put 
this amount into the city of St. Louis, to pay our 
iron manufacturers and our mechanics seven mill- 
ions of dollars to build a road to give us what is 
really rapid transportation. I agree with you that 
the cable road is something, but only about one min- 
ute in the mile better the horse i , 
That is not rapid transit. When you get the elevated 
ng omy ou get instead of six Ir an N twen- 
ty four. t is progression. say wi e gen- 
tleman from the Nineteenth the other night, I evil 
go for half a loaf, and if I can get a minute advance 
in time I will take that. Now, here are gentlemen 
from the East and they want to put down $7,000,000 
in your midst for the benefit of your mechanics and 
which gives you a facility that does not exist in, the 
United States outside of New York—an elevated 
railroad. They come here proposing to put their 
money down, they propose to build it with their own 
money. Now there area great many nice careful 
financiers say it will never pay. I am not looking 
after those feliows in New York, they are 
enough—too sharp for me. I never found a man 
who got the best of them. When Jim Keene went 
there with his five millions they were too much for, 
him. I have got a pretty good idea that a big West- 
ern man with five millions back of him can‘t beat 
them. There has never been an instance of a man 

ing with one or five millions of dollars to New 

‘ork that they didn’t beat him. They know what 
they are about. If they will bring their $7,000,000 
here I think I would stand a better chance than to 
go there with $100,000,000. Then my friend of the 

fourth, who is a good bricklayer, and my friend 
McAllister who is a good painter, will get the value 
of their labor for pamting and for laying brick. 
Now gentlemen let us give those gentlemen all the 
advautages we can in tting down their money. 
They ony down $7,000,000, don't we pay 26 per cent 
taxation, and 244 — — on four millions valuation 
is a city income, des benefitting our mechanics 
and tti the money h aod LT am willin 
that those fellows in New Lore shall own it.

Gentiemen: It is with genuine pleasure that I 
announce the reception of a telegram from the 
Hon. Secretary of State at Washington, informing 
me that the bill providing for the reduction of the 
customs duties on works of art to 10 per cent ad va- 
lorem has been favorably reported by the Commit- 
tee of Ways and Means, and is now under consider 
ation by the Committee of the Whole of the House 
of Representatives, where it is believed a vonsicder- 
able tnajority for its adoption may be counted upon. 
This measure, which owes a part of its strength to 
the initiative of your committee, will be taken up in 
ite regular order, and I hope to be able very soon to 
inform you of its adoption as a law.

The Migration of Birds. 

From the Winona (Minn.) Republican. 

Probably few persons have an ideaof the 
great numbers and varieties of birds which pass 
and repass usin their migrations in the spring 
and fall. The flight of these birds occurs 
largely at night. Light-houses and light-shi 
have usually been selected as stations for o 
serving these migrations, On starlight nights 
2 birds are seen from these — bu — 

ark, ruiny or foggy nights they — — 
become — in their night an da egal 
the lightf, to which they are attracted, th 
such veloc ity that large numbers are killed, or, 
blinded and stunned, flutter to the ground. 
Tuesday and W ednesday nights were favorable 
for making these observations about the electric 
light on t e standpipe in this city. Between 
the hours of 1 and.2 o'clock the birds were seen 
in swarms about the light, and more than a 
hundred fell to the ground. A few were caught 
alive, but the larger part were dead. Prof. 
Holzinger of the Normal School reports the 
following species among those collected d 
the past two nights, through the kind offices o 
Engineers Botham and Hi — at the water 
works: Cat- birds, grossbeaks in variety, scarlet 
tanagers, golden crowned thrushes, water 
thrushes, chestnut-sided warblers, blackburnian 
warblers, Tennessee warblers, magnolia war- 
blers, Carolina rails, yellow-throated vieros, 
black and white creepers, Trael’s fly-catchers, 
green-crested fly-catchers, savanna sparrows 
white-throated- rows, Maryland yellow 
throats, black-billed cuckoos, hall Bivesn. in 
birds, and yellow-bellied woodpeckers. .
